Four  or  five  of  the  patriots  have  within 
thefc  ten  days,  made  away  with  them- 
felves  ;  amongft  whom  is  one  who  was 
formerly  of  the  regency  here,  and,  till 
very  lately  in  the  directory.  OthsM  of 
the  fame  party  are  removing  their  efieeis 
to  Hoiftein  and  Denmark,  and  It  is  laid 
that  gen.  Daendels  is  (mfthgft  the  num- 
ber: he  Iras  already  arked  for  his  difinif- 
fioh,  which  has  been  refufed.  In  the 
mean  time  their  troops  are  marching  to- 
wards the  frontiers,  on  which  bateries* 
have  been  erecled. — Four  are  erected 
near  Herdenberg,  and  the  town  of  Co- 
vbrdori  is  already  eafemated  and  garrifon* 
fed.'5 

A  letter  from  on  board  the  Swiftfurc,' 
of  74  guns,  contains  the  following  parti- 
culars :  Several  perfons  arrived  at  Syra- 
rufe  the  latter  end  of  March,  from  Tripo- 
li, related  that  in  compliance  with  tho 
defireofthe  Porte,  that  ftate  had  decla- 
red war  againil  France.

The  report  of  capt.  Smith  from  Tcn- 
neriffe,  if  true,  that  the  French  and  Span- 
ifh fleets  had  formed  a  junction  and^- 
tumed  into  the  Atlantic,  would  materi- 
ally change  the  face  of  affairs.  If  they 
have  left  the  Mediterranean, -the  Britifli 
fleets  muft  have  been  beyond  them  waiting 
probably  to  intercept  them  QlOuIdth(  j  at- 
tempt to  proceed  up  that  fea  ;  in  Inch  a 
lituation  the  combined  fleets  would  have  a 
confiderable  advantage  in  priority  of  fail- 
ing over  their  enemy  on  enteringthe  Wef- 
tern Ocean. 

What  their  object  could  be  on  returning 
may  be  ealily  conjectured.  It  would  be 
no  doubt  the  invafion  of  Ireland,  and  the 
opportunity  would  be  fo  inviting  that  a 
neglect  of  embracing  it,  would  bean  over- 
fight  which  our  pall  experience  of  French 
policy  and  penetoation  does  m  t  warrant. 
If  they  have  landed  the  troops  that  Were 
on  board  in  Italy,  the  invafion  could  not 
be  attempted  ;  but  if  even  there  were  but 
10,000  foldiers  on  board,  tiie  attempt  ought 
to  be  made,  becaufe  the  lrifli  are  heartily 
tired  of  their  oppreiTors  and  wait  only  for 
an  organized  force  to  overturn  the  tyran- 
ny which  galls  them. 

In  the  channel,  lord  Bridport  has  a  flAet 
under  his  command,  but  it  has  been  great- 
ly weakened  by  the  fqu;>dron  which  was 
fent  to  lord  St.  Vincent's  affiltance,  and 
could  not  attack  the  combined  fleets  with 
any  hope  of  fuccefs,  therefore  a  defcent 
might  be  made,  before  lord  St.  Vincent 
could  overtake  the  allied  fleets. 

But  as  this  report  comes  thro  a  circui- 
tous medium,  it  deferves  lefs  creUit,  par- 
ticularly as  we  are  fo  often  mocked  by 
falfe  intelligence  on  this  important  fubject. 
However,  we  may  be  fomewhat  certain 
that  the  ports  of  Toulon  have  not  been 
blockaded,  and  that  a  junction  has  been 
formed  between  the  French  and  Spanifh 
fleets.
